Dist. 34 reviews its finances

Concerns regarding the finances 
coming from property taxes and the :. 
ceiling placed by the tax cap are be- 
ing raised by the Antioch Communi- 
ty Consolidated School District 34 

Board of Education. 

The Board, at its regular June 
meeting, are looking at the amount 
of new funds raised by new con- 
struction within the school district's 
boundries. 

■ For the 1998-99 school year, 
their was an increase of 2.6 percent 
over the previous year, according to 
Dr. Daniel Burke, district superin- 
tendent. 

The increase is expected to drop 
to 1.5 percent for the 1999-2000. 

"We are concerned that if there 
is no change in the tax cap; we won't ' 
be able to keep up," explained Burke. 
A report on possible options for 
the board is expected at the August 
meeting. 

PMA Financial Network, inc., at 
the recommendation of Dr. Paul 
Hain, district business manager, has 
been obtained to invest the $18.9 
million in building funds the district 
received through the April referen- 
dum passage. 

Hain informed the board he 
contacted PMA following several 
positive references he had received 
from public financial professionals. 
'Timing investments, arranging 
purchases and sales, having cash 
when needed, tracking interest 
earned and dealing with internal 
Revenue Service (IRS) arbitrage laws 
are professional investment man- 




agement tasks," Hain stated. 

_ Throughjtheuse of PMA, the dis : 
trict '"stands to earn as much as 
$550,000 during the life of the project . 
through their projectiohs/TMA's fee 
is approximately $1 1,000. ' 

"All,of pur funds' are invested in 
legally 'qualified -investments Jbr 
' schools that I approver before they • 
act," Hain explained. "PMA prepares" 
monthly - financial spreadsheets 
summarizing the activity that will be 
included in the monthly board pack- 
et" 

The August meeting will feature 
the approval of the tentative budget 
) for the 1999-2000 school year. By 
law, the budget will be available for 
public viewing for 30 days at the dis- 
trict office following the August 
meeting. It would be brought before 
the board at its September session 
~ for final approval. 

In a money* related Item, the 
board approved signing a contract 
with Kids Count Entertainment The 
company provides CD Rbms at 
greaUy reduced prices to the school 
district. In exchange, the company 
would use the district's name in ad- 
vertising. 

The board's approval is contin- 
gent with the "right of refusal" of any 
advertising copy and the agreement 
the district would view any copy pri- 
or to publication. 

Waste Management of Anti- 
och will continue as the waste dis- 
posal hauler: for the district for at 
least another year. Concerns re- 
garding - billing mistakes have 
been cleared up, according to 
Burke, and the board agreed to re- 
tain the company.

Helping hearts beat easier 

LV Rescue squad receives Prudential 
grant for defibrillator

The Lake Villa Rescue Squad was 
just accepted Into the Prudential 
Helping Hearts Program. The LV 
Rescue Squad Is one of 500 volunteer 
rescue squads from across the coun- 
try that will be accepted into the pro- 
gram during 1999.

Persons desir- 
ing to enter the building will have 
to use the video camera/two-way 
intercom system which will be 
hooded into the school's main of- 
fice. A buzzer will be used by the 
office personnel to allow the person 
to enter. 

District staff will have "swipe 
cards" which will be used for gaining 
access to locked doors. 

There is no plan for requiring 
student identification cards at this 
time, according to Burke. 

The new security systems will be 
installed an operating prior to school 
opening in August.

Sexton current 
points leader at 
Wilmot

In just about everything, success 
is a byproduct of a lot of hard work, 
practice and preparation that also re- 
quires, on occassion, quite a bit of 
patience. 

With that in mind, everyone has 
probably experienced the feeling of 
being in the groove, or In the zone, as 
they say, at one point in time or an- 
other. 

And to that end, Tommy Sexton 
and his sprint car racing team have 
discovered that feeling, or formula 
for success, as Sexton is currently en- 
joying his best season of racing at 
Wilmot Speedway. 

"It's all about preparation, and 
that's a tribute to the crew," said a 
humble but confident Sexton. 

Sexton, who resides in Antioch 
with wife Paula and two-year-old 
daughter Jennifer, is a field service 
mechanic for Streamwood-based 
Falconite, I nc, an area work platform 
company. 

Sexton has won three out of the 
last four regular season events, in- 
cluding the opening event in May 
and currently tops the points list in 
the Star Trac Outlaw Winged Sprints 
Division. 

"It's nice that we got off to a de- 
cent start," he said. "It sounds. so 
simple but we're just taking it a day, 
or In this case, a night (or race) at a 
time." 

Furthermore, "Everything is just 
coming together-hopefully we can 
keep it up!" 

Finding the right mix did take 
some time but it finally evolved, 
starting in the middle of last year. 

Long-time partners and car 
owners Donny Schroff of Bristol, 
Wis. and' Wally Tynis, of Spring 
Grove, had approached Sexton. 

"They came to me one night 
wondering if I could run their car," 
said Sexton. "We ran pretty good and 
one thing led to another. We ended 
up combining effortsand have been 
together ever since." 

The fast start to the season also 
played a factor in keeping the team 
together.

"We were going to run IRA (In- 
terstates Racing Association) 
events," said Sexton, referring to a 
Midwestern regional traveling series. 
"But getting off to the start we did, we 
wanted to stick it out and see where 
we could go with it, so we're mostly 
running at Wilmot" 

The 33-year-old Sexton went on 
to say that he' and his crew's success 
were largely due in part to. prepara- 
tions not only during the week in be- 
tween shows, but over the winter as 
well. 

"We work on the car and pretty . 
much get things together," he said. 
"Everything started to and has 
cliqued for us because we're staying 
a step ahead." 



strong creW, which consists of main 
crew members Jeff Schultz and John 
Cronan.

Speaking of specifications, all 
sprint cars in each race have to meet 
a host of them. 

For starters, Sexton's engine, 
built by Specialty Machine in

back in 1989, when he raced sprint 
cars on and off with a little travel 
thrown into the equation. 

Then, in 1996, he won the MRA 
(Modified Racing Association) 
Championship and received an offer 
to then race MRA Modifieds. 

The 1997-98 campaign were two 
fairly inactive years for Sexton, with 
the exception of a few scattered 
smaller shows, which leads us to pre- 
sent-day. 

Sexton's success would not be 
possible without the assistance of a

injected Cheverolet. 

The frame of his, or pretty much 
any sprint car, is welded tubular 
metal with a downsized inverted air- 
plane-style aluminum wing on top, 
which serves as good stability 
through turns and forces the 800- 
plus engine horsepower to the rear 
wheels on straightaways. 

Weight restrictions at Wilmot re- 
quire all sprint cars be 1,550 pounds 
or more, including the driver, and 
can be weighed during any point of 
the race program. 

"It's all in an effort to keep every- 
one on the same page," said Sexton. 
"Everyone is competing under the 
same rules and its also cost-effec- 
tive." 

The weight-to-power ratio cate- 
gorizes the sprint cars as the "Indy 
Car of short-track racing". 

The sprint cars are also required 
to run a certain McCreary-brand tire . 
on the right rear and use a certain 
muffler, which will cut down on 
some of the horsepower. 

These moves were done in an at- 
tempt to help control costs on the lo- 
cal level. 

As far as operation, the sprint 
cars consist of direct drive transmis-1 
sionand nan on methanol alcohol. . '.'. 

Sponsorships also, as we all 
know, play a huge factor in the equa- 
tion of the cars operation. 

, Sexton's carls sponsored locally 
by Antioch Auto' Parts and Vaj's 
Garage, located in Bristol. 

Sexton's goal is to ultimately run 
the IRA Midwest circuit. 

"You would obviously need a na- 
tional sponsor for that," noted Sex- 
ton. "But running local for now is as 
about as far as we want to take It." 

Plus, It keeps, Sexton closer to 
home and the family can catch every 



race without having to travel a great 
distance. 

"They've been tremendous and 
have had a big impact in my career," 
Sexton said of Paula and Jennifer. 
"They're really supportive and enjoy 
coming to the races whenever they 
can." 

A typical night of racing includes 
two qualifying laps, from which top : 
finishers are organized and placed 
into the 10-lap qualifying rounds. 
From there, the top four in each of 
those heats then moves on to the fi- 
nals, or "A Main". 

In the A-Main, competitors tack- 
le 25 laps, with the winner obviously 
being crowned the champion. 

If you qualify for the "A-main", 
you automatically receive $200. The 
winner in the "A-main" receives 
$1,200. 

"It's definitely a good thing if you 
win," said Sexton. "If you run well, 
the prize money definitely helps 
keep operating costs down. So our 
main goal is to obviously qualify for 
the features in every race." 

Sexton werjt on to say that the 
prize money offered is pretty decent 
and on average/ with the higher 
tracks in the country. 

Sexton has his sights set on the 
season finale, which includes 20 cars 
with drivers that have competed in at 
least 85 percent of the regular-sea- 
son events. 

Once that is established, the cars 
are then lined up in order according 
to respective finishes in the points 
standings. 

Sexton's last race was this past 
Saturday at the "JamhV in lune" 
program. He finished 17th in the 
20-car W A' main, out of 69 total 
cars which competed in '.the 
night's events. 

"We timed 8th; and took third 
in our heat," he said. "But the 
chassis, or suspension, was vi- 
brating a little, so we had to make 
some" adjustments. The condi- 
tions of the track also have a lot to 
do with how the car runs and can 
vary from race to race," 

Sexton went on to say that if 
there is a low point for the.team, 
to not get down and dwell on it 
too much." 

"We're just trying to stay fo- 
cused a.nd concentrate on racing 
well and everything else should 
take care of iitself?' he said."

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Sexton current 
points leader at 
Wilmot

In just about everything, success 
is a byproduct of a lot of hard work, 
practice and preparation that also re- 
quires, on occassion, quite, a bit of 
patience. 

With that in mind, everyone has 
probably experienced the feeling of 
being in the groove, or in the zone, as 
they say, at one point in time or an- 
other. 

And to that end, Tommy Sexton 
and his sprint car racing team Have 
discovered that feeling, or formula 
for success, as Sexton is currently en- 
joying his best season of racing at 
Wilmot Speedway. 

"It's all about preparation, and 
that's a tribute to the crew," said a 
humble but confident Sexton. 

Sexton, who resides in Antioch 
with wife Paula and two-year-old 
daughter Jennifer, is a field service 
mechanic for Streamvvood-based 
Falcon ite, I nc, an area work platform 
company. 

; Sexton has won three out of the 
last four regular season events, in- 
cluding the opening event In May 
and currently tops the points list in 
the Star Tree Outlaw Winged Sprints 
Division. 

"It's nice that we got off to a de- 
cent start," he said. "It sounds so 
simple but we're just taking it a day, 
or in this case, a night (or race) at a 
time." 

Furthermore, "Everything is just 
coming together-hopefully we can 
keep it up!" 

Finding the right mix did take 
some time but it finally evolved, 
starting in the middle of last year. 

Long-time partners and car 
owners Donny Schroff of Bristol, 
Wis. andVWally Tynls, of Spring 
Grove, had approached Sexton. 

"They came to me one night 
wondering if I could run their car," 
said Sexton. "We ran pretty good and 
one thing led to another. We ended 
up combining efforts and have been 
together ever since." 

The fast start to the season also 
played a factor in keeping the team 
together.

"We were going to run IRA (In- 
terstates Racing Association) 
events," said Sexton, referring to a 
Midwestern regional traveling series. 
. "But getting off to the start we did, we 
wanted to stick it out and see where 
we could go with it ( so we're mostly 
running at Wilmot" 

The.33-year-old Sexton went on 
to say that he and his crew's success 
were largely due in part to.prepara- 
rJohs not only during the week in be- 
tween shows, but over the winter as 
well. 

"We work on the car and pretty . 
much get things together," he said. 
"Everything started to and has - 
cliqued for us because we're staying 
a step ahead." 

Sexton began his racing career 
back in 1989, when he raced sprint 
cars on and off with. a little travel 
thrown into the equation. 

Then, in 1996, he won the MRA 
(Modified Racing Association) 
Championship and received an offer 
to then race MRA Modifieds. 

The 1997-9B campaign were two 
fairly inactive years for Sexton, with 
the exception of a few scattered 
smaller shows, which leads us to pre- 
sent-day. 

Sexton's success would not be 
possible without the assistance of a

strong crew, which consists of main 
crew members Jeff Schultz and John 
Cronan. Other intregal members on 
the Sexton team include Skip Wilson, 
Dave Sirro, and Bob Manuel, who 
helps the Sexton team immensely on 
Saturday nights. 

"Having the best equipment and 
the car meeting all of the specifica- 
tions is the key, and that's a credit to ' 
the guys on the team," noted Sex- 
ton."! am also very thankful for our ■' 
sponsors and Wilmot for the oppor- 
tunity to race." 

Speaking of specifications, all 
sprint cars in each race have to meet 
a host of them. 

For starters, Sexton's engine, 
built by Specialty Machine in 
Waukegan, Is a 410 cubic-inch, fuel- 
injected Cheverolet. 

The frame of his, or pretty much 
any sprint car, is welded tubular 
metal with a downsized inverted air- 
plane-style aluminum wing on top, 
which serves as good stability 
through turns and forces the 800- 
plus engine horsepower to the rear 
wheels on straightaways. 

Weight restrictions at Wilmot re- 
quire all sprint cars be 1,550 pounds 
or more, including the driver, and 
can be weighed during any point of 
the race program. 

"It's all in an effort to keep every- 
one on the same page," said Sexton. 
"Everyone is competing under the 
same rules and its also cost-effec- 
tive." 

The weight-to-power ratio cate- 
gorizes the sprint cars as the "Indy 
Car of short-track racing". 

The sprint cars are also required 
to run a certain McCreary-brand tire 
on the right rear and use a certain 
muffler, which will cut down on 
some of the horsepower. 

These moves were done in an at- 
tempt to help control costs on the lo- 
cal level. 

As far as operation, the sprint 
cars consist of direct drive transmis- 
sion and run on methanol alcohol. 

Sponsorships also, as we ail 
know, play a huge factor in the equa- 
tion of the cars operation. 

Sexton's car is sponsored locally 
by Antioch Auto Parts and Vaj's 
Garage, located in Bristol. 

Sexton's goal is to ultimately run 
the IRA Midwest circuit. 

' "You would obviously need a na- 
tional sponsor for that," noted Sex- 
ton. "But running local for now Is as 
about as far as we want to take it." 



race without having to travel a great 
distance. 

"They've been tremendous arid 
have had a big impact in my career," 
Sexton said of Paula and Jennifer. 
"They're really supportive and enjoy 
coming to the races whenever they 
can." 

A typical night of racing includes 
two qualifying laps, from which top 
finishers are organized and placed 
into the 10-lap qualifying rounds. 
'From there, the top four fn each of 
those heats then moves on to the fi- 
nals, or "A Main". 

In the A-Main, competitors tack- 
le 25 laps, with the winner obviously 
being crowned the champion. 

Tf you qualify for the "A-main", 
you automatically receive $200. The 
winner in the "A-main" receives 
$1,200. 

"It's definitely a good thing if you 
win," said Sexton. "If you run well, 
the prize money definitely helps 
keep operating costs down. So our 
main goal is to obviously qualify for 
the features in every race." 

Sexton went on to say that the 
prize money offered is pretty decent 
and on average 'with the higher 
tracks in the country. 

Sexton has his sights set on the 
season finale, which includes 20 cars 
with drivers that have competed in at 
least 85 percent of the regular-sea- 
son events. 

Once that is established, the cars 
are then lined up in order according 
to respective finishes in the points 
standings. 

Sexton's last race was this past 
Saturday at the "J.amin' in June" 
pro gram . He finished ? 1 7tK in th e 
20-car "A' main, out of 69 total 
cars which competed in - the 
night ? sevents. 

"We timed 8th and took third 
in our heat," he said. "But the 
chassis, or suspension, was vi- 
brating a little, so We had to make 
some adjustments. The condi- 
tions ofthe track also have a lot to 
do .with how the car runs arid can 
vary from race to race." 

Sexton went on to say that if 
there is a lowpdlrit for the team, 
to not get down and dwell oh it 
too much." 

"We're just trying to stay fo- 
cused and concentrate on racing 
well and everything else should 
take care bf'itself^' he said. ;

The Main Street development 
project in downtown Antioch is being 
put on hold for a brief period while 
summertime activities take over. 

"We have proceeded quite nicely 
in some areas, while in others, not 
quite so well," explained John Bold t, 
village engineer, in updating the vil- 
lage board at its Time 21 meeting.

"The manufacturer of the poles 
says they won't be here until August 
6, possibly one week earlier," ex- 
plained Boldt, noting the style Anti- 
och is getting turns out to be very 
popular. 

As a result, Greenhili Construc- 
tion, the project general contractor, 
received a contract extension from 
the board to June 30 for all other items 
and 15 days after the poles arrive for 



final completion, not to go past Au- 
gust 30. 

!The trees on the west side of the 
street are in worse shape because of 
their roots and the sidewalk grates," 
explained Boldt 

During the lowering of the side- 
walk in some places, for handicap ac- 
cess and better rain water drainage, 
problems with the roots balling up 
and raising the concrete were discov- 
ered. 

"Unfortunately, we can't line up 
the grates on the west side due to the 
root balls," Boldt said. "We are work- 
ing on the problem and are hoping to 
come up with some options."

Nowhere is Volvo's philosophy of continu- 
al evolution more apparent than In the Im- 
provements made for 1999 In the areas of 
both passive and dynamic safety. Those In- 
clude: System and performance upgrades 
made to its world-famous Side Impact Pro- 
tection System (SIPS);TWo trigger settings for 
front air bags deployment; Automatic door 
unlocking feature with air bag deployment; 
Stability and traction control (STC) to provide 
sure acceleration from a stand still and at 
speed on slippery roads (T5 turbocharged 
front wheel-drive only); Volvo Traction Con- 
trol System (TRACS) available on all non- tur- 
bocharged front-wheel-drive models; An- 
tUock brakes with electronic brake distribu- 
tion to maximize brake performance under 
all conditions and all loads; fender mounted 
turn indicators; clutch interlock system; 
cruise control "on" in-dash indicator light. 

For 1999, the SIPS system has been exten- 
sively re-designed to provide enhanced head 
protection in side impacts. While the lower 
section of the bag continues to help protect 
the chest and thorax by limiting the rapid lat- 
eral acceleration, which is the primary cause 
of injury, an upper section has been added to 
protect the head. This addition helps protect 
the driver of passenger's head from impacting 
the vehicle structure. Deployment of this larg- 
er bag takes place in less than 25 millisec- 
onds. 

The deployment mechanism has also 
been modified. The side impact sensor is now 
of an electrical type and has been relocated to 
the "B" pillar. The sensor, once activated, 
sends a signal to the central Supplementary 
Restraint System (SRS) control module that in 
turn activates the appropriate air bags. The 
sensor itself consists of a microprocessor and 



an acceleration sensor mounted on a circuit 
board. The front seatbelt buckles have new 
Hall-type switches to help ensure better sig- 
nal exchange. 

The "S" in the SIPS acronym stands for 
system. And the air bags are but part of the 
overall SIPS system. The B-pillars, the most 
important link in the system, were reinforced 
during the 1998 S70 and V70 re-design, in or- 
der to help further reduce the risk of severe 
chest injuries. Additionally, the interior panels 
on these pillars were given softer padding to 
help prove more effective head protection. 

New for 1999 is a dual stage deployment 
air bag triggering system. The first level Is for 
low speed frontal accidents and utilizes only 
the pyrotechnic pretensioners if the occu- 
pants are belted and only the airbag if they 
are not. At the second trigger level, for higher 
speeds, the pyrotechnic pretensioners and 
the airbag are utilized if the occupants are 
belted and just the airbag if they unbelted. A 
pretensioner is a device that helps remove 
belt slack and is deployed by a sensor that 
also deploys the front air bags. 

In addition to the above, aU Volvo S70 and 
V70 models are equipped with the following 
'passive' safety features: Seat belt pretension- 
ers for driver and front passenger seat; the 
steering column is equipped with three split 
points and, as a result, collapses further away 
from the driver In the event of certain types of

While there Is a seatbelt securing device 
for the front passenger seat, Volvo recom- 
mends that all child safety seats and booster . 
cushions/backrests should be only in the 
back seats. Volvo also recommends that chil- , 
dren and small adults fewer than 4 feet 7 
inches should sit In the rear seat properly re- 
strained by the seat belt 
DYNAMIC SAFETY IS IMPROVED AS WELL 

The S70 and V70 will benefit immediately 
from the addition of Its new sibling by offer- 
ing a new system stemming from the S80 's 
development, Stability and Traction Control, 
or STC. STC utilizes the already available ABS 
hardware and enhanced software program- 
ming to aid in traction control. 



Stability and Traction Control builds on 
Volvo's TRACS flow-speed traction control ; 
system) by operating at all road speeds. If the 
STC unit detects slippage in one drive well 
upon start up, it applies that wheel's brake in 
stages until the slippage stops. The system de- 
fines "low speed" as up to about 25 mph. 
Above that speed, the STC unit slows a slip- 
ping drive wheel by reducing engine torque 
by limiting fuel supply. This function main- 
. tains drive-wheel traction while accelerating 
at speed, such as while passing, or while dri- 
ving on a slippery road. Reaction time of the 
STC system Is about 15 milliseconds, which 
translates to about two feet of travel at 60 
mph. 



Classic detailing tips for your vintage vehicle 



Americans are passionate about their au- 
tomobiles and there is a new-found zeal in 
collecting and restoring the classic car. Col- 
lectors and automobile hobbyists find that 
tips and tricks to maintain a vehicle can add 
additional value to that vintage classic. 

Instead of paying a professional to spruce 
up your classic, Dennis Gage, host of TNN's 
new automotive series My Classic Car, and 
Jim Richardson, the series' restoration expert, 
share the following quick tips for short term 
appearance enhancement. Relative to long- 
term protection and preservation of your 
classic car, Gage and Richardson suggest: 
Do your detailing from the bottom up and the 
inside, out Start with the chassis and engine. 
Make sure they are clean and freshly painted. 
Get proper engine room decals from the club 
for your specific marquee (brand of car), and 
install them in the proper place. Use a good 
vinyl protectant to wipe down rubber, plastic 
and painted metal parts under the hood. 

Use a small brush and lacquer thinner to 
clean stains from your carburetor. Make sure 
belts and hoses are fresh. 

Vacuum, then brush your car's fabric up- 
holstery using a soft brush. Use a good quali- 
ty leather dressing. Do not use saddle soap, 
which can smear the dyes in the leather. Re- . 
- stitch loose seams and cut any dangling . 
threads. Wipe down vinyl with a special vinyl 
protectant 



Clean and wax chrome, then wipe It down 
with a window cleaner for extra sparkle. 

Touch up chips or nicks in your car's fin- 
ish with a small brush and touch tip paint, 
which is available from automotive paint 
stores. 

To maximize the shine in your auto's fin- 
ish, use a polishing compound to rub out 
dullness. Do this by hand with extreme cau- 
tion so as to not remove any good paint and 
damage the finish. Coat your auto with a 
good quality carnauba automotive wax (with- 
out any cleaners or abrasives). Inspect your 
work carefully in bright sunlight for places 
you might have missed and touch them up. 
Keep a selection of soft brushes on hand to re- 
move polish or wax residue from around 
bright work (chrome and stainless/metallic 
trim) and crevices. .'

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From films to festivals, there is much ado about William Shakespeare- 
he's hotter than ever in 1999

To be or not to be a fan of 
William Shakespeare, that 
is the question. 
The Bard is back, and 
he's hotter than ever in 1999. He 
has become the object of obses- 
sion for the film world. Teen-agers 
who drudged through Elizabethan 
English only when forced by 
teachers are now flocking to local 
cinemas to catch the latest Bard- 
i inspired film. 

Festivals across the country, 
including a few here in IUiriois, are 
being held in celebration of 
Shakespeare, reviving the plays 
J; and sonnets which were once only' 
read in classrooms. 

This resurgence of everything 
Shakespeare essentially began in 
'1998, with a famous movie win- 
ning seven Oscars, including best 
picture, beating out the chosen fa- 
vorite, "Saving Private Ryan."

"In Love" with Shakespeare 

"O." "Romeo Must Die." "Macbeth in Manhattan." 

No, these are not rip-offs or parodies of famous Shakespeare- 
an works. They are films scheduled to hit the movie theater near 
you in coming months. "O," which is the play "Othello" is set in 
high school. 

"Romeo Must Die," based on, who could have guessed, 
"Romeo and Juliet." This installment in a series of modernized 
Shakespeare-based movies will tell the story of ayoung Chinese 
businessman (Jet Li) in New York who is asked to broker peace be- 
tween two mobs. In the meantime, he falls in love with the daugh- 
ter (singer Aaliyah) of the other side's leader. 

Gloria Rueben, who plays Jeanie Boulet in TVs "ER," will star 
as Lady Macbeth in "Macbeth in Manhattan," which is the Shake- 
speare work set in, where else, Manhattan. 

Overkill on Shakespeare? Perhaps. The number of Shake- 
speare-based movies that are released each year has increased 
gready. In 1994, only one movie based on one of the Bard's works 



was released. Two were released 
in 1995. 

A sharp rise occurred in 1996, 
when 10 Shakespeare-based 
movies hitTVand cinemas. Head- 
lining the movies was "William 
Shakespeare's Romeo & Juliet," 
Director Baz Luhrmann|s install- 
ment was highly modern, with 
guns replacing swords. 

Six movies were released in 
1997, one of which included "A 
Thousand Acres,", which was 
based on Shakespeare's "King 

Then came the definitive year 
of the Bard. The Oscar-winning 
"Shakespeare in Love" hit the 
screens in 1998, winning the 

hearts of critics and audiences 
■alike. 
- "I rather loved the movie, " said 
Susan Kane, English instructor at 
College of Lake County. "We see 
Shakespeare through the lens of 
the more mature Shakespeare to 
be taken back in time to the . 
harem-scarem, irresponsible Shakespeare. I tried to put it in the 
context of the younger Shakespeare." 

Kane, who Is vice president of the school's literary arts club, 
thought the Bard was well-portrayed by Joseph Fiennes. However, 
liberties were taken with his character. 

"He couldn't possibly have had writer's cramp," said Kane. 
Overall, Kane enjoyed the film. Elizabeth Siedlecki, however, 
had a different opinion. 

"I was not pleased at all with the character that was por- 
trayed," said Siedlecki. "It wasn't my favorite movie. Visually it was 
very nice." 

The two women sat at a small coffee shop in the heart of 
Grayslake sipping coffee, discussing Shakespeare at length. They, 
often quoted bits of his work, from "Macbeth" to "Much Ado 
About Nothing," all the while proving that the sparks of interest in 
the Bard have erupted into a full-blown fire.

Someone once said, "No man 
is an island." 
I assume this also applies 
to columnists. Of course, dur- 
ing pregnancy I was sometimes de- 
scribed as "big as a house," but I 
don't think that quite makes me an 
island. So I figured it was time to 
abandon the computer screen In my 
humble hut and seek out the wis- 
dom and companionship of my 
peers on the mainland. 

In other words, I joined the Na- 
tional Society of Newspaper Colum- 
nists (NSNC) and attended their an- 
nual conference this past weekend 
in Louisville, Kentucky. 

My husband, who knows how 
reticent I can be around strangers, 
unselfishly offered to join me on the 
trip. 

"You don't know any of the other 
columnists yet. I don't want you to 
be alone." he told me. 

"Oh, that's so sweetof you. But 
aren't you going to be bored sitting 
there with me while they talk about 
column writing?" 

"Who said anything about 
THAT? While you're sitting in the 
conference, I'll go fishing." 

Like I said-sweet. 

So off we went ("sweetie" and 
me) to Louisville, Kentucky for 4 
days of fishing. I planned to fish for 
comradeship and enlightenment,

and he planned to fish for... well, 
fish. 

The trip from here to Louisville 
took almost seven hours, most of it 
spent driving through Indiana. 
What's it like driving through Indi- 
ana? Well, let's just say that the 
scenic highlight of that drive was the 
series of knock-knock jokes printed 
on the Indiana road construction 
signs. 

After that, I understood the in- 
spiration behind these song lyrics: 
"Indiana wants me. . .but I can't go 
back there." 

The conference was attended by 
columnists from newspapers large 
and small, from New York to Hawaii. 
Speakers and panelists included, to 
name a few, syndicated Chicago Tri- 
bune columnist Bob Greene, Pulitzer 
finalist Don Kaul of the Des Moines 
Register, and editors Greg Moore of 
the Boston Globe and Eric Eflron of 
Brill's Content. 

We stayed at the Gait House, a 
grand hotel that is situated in the 



heart of downtown Louisville, over- 
looking the Ohio River in front of the 
riverboat docks. The hotel is so big it . 
sits astride both sides of the street 
with a covered walkway connecting 
the halves. 

The only drawback to the hotel's 
size was the sheer number of con- 
ventions and attendant crowds of 
hotel guests. Along with the colum- 
nists, the hotel was also the site for a 
Baptist Women's Retreat, a Presby- 
terian Ministry conference, and the 
Karate Nationals. Not only did that 
make it difficult to get an elevator, 
but also it was harder for the NSNC 
to choose a convention group to 
compete against. 

You see, the columnists' group 
has an annual tradition of instigating 
outlandish competitions against 
other convention guests. In other 
words, they make their own fun. Past 
competitions have included playing 
midnight croquet with flashlights 
against a company of Marines (the 
columnists lost) and competing in a 
spelling bee against a group of Eng- 
lish professors (the columnists won, 
much to the chagrin of the profes- 
sors). 

So, this year, the contest choice - 
was either get religion, or kick some 
butt. It seemed more fun to kick 
some butt (or in this case, get our 
butts kicked), so the NSNC "Director 



of Fun", Diane Ketchum (formerly of 
the New York Times), set up a karate 
exhibition on Saturday night in our 
hospitality suite. The exhibition pit- 
ted "Big Bob" Hill, conference host 
from the Louisville Courier-Journal, 
against a 9-year-old karate green belt 
named Amber. 

Considering the extent of Bob's 
karate talent, we figured it was an 
even match.

speare's works are released. Two, "A 
Midsummer Night's Dream" and • 
"10 Things I Hate About You," were 
instant hits at theaters. Eight others 
will be released in coming months, 
including "Titus," "O," "Hamlet," 
"Midsummer," "Love's Labour's 
Lost," "Macbeth in Manhattan," and 
"Romeo Must Die." - 

The question is, why the resur-; 
gence? 

Much ado about 
Shakespeare? 

"There Shakespeare, on whose 
forehead climb the crowns o' the 
world; Oh eyes sublime, with tears 
and laughter for all time!" said poet 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning. 

How true her statement rings 
today. But why is Shakespeare so 
popular today? 

- "I personally think that people 
today are taking still another and 
deeper look at the great literature, of 
which Shakespeare remains a vital 
part, because it allows us to pose the 
vital questions about life," said 
Kane. "Perhaps this is truer this year 
because 1999 is a year of expectancy 
as well as foreboding; the new mil- 
lennium is just around the comer!" 



"We're having war when there 
should be love," said Kane. "We go 
to 'A Midsummer Night's Dream' to 
see if we can capture some of that 
love." 

Kane said the themes in Shake- 
speare's works are representative of 
today, including politics, the after- 
math of war, revenge, hatred, love 
and spirituality. 

"Love, in its many forms, re- 
mains the greatest theme, and we 
are all curious about Shakespeare • 
himself and the passions of his own 
life," said Kane. "Questions about 
the nature of Heaven are reflected in 
'A Midsummer Night's Dream,' 
where even the lowly Bottom has an 
opportunity to discover the joys and 
privileges of an ethereal realm." 

"Shakespeare evokes so many 
of the important questions," said 
Kane. "I'm not saying he has the an- 
swers, but he gives us, today, the 
same opportunity to discuss the 
questions that the Elizabethans 
were asking in his time." ' 

Thus is the apparent reason for 
the resurgence of Shakespeare. 
There is so much in his work that 
people can relate to. One student in 
the literary arts club said "there is a 
timelessness to Shakespeare's plots. 



People still do the same dumb 
things. As Puck says, 'Oh, what fools 
we mortals be.' 

In the truest form, Shake- 
speare's plays give people a look at 
many aspects of human life, Includ- 
ing war, death, hatred, love, spiritu- 
ality and the afterlife. 

"It's the relevance of ideas, and 
the timelessness of themes," said 
Kane." 

Shakespeare does not ignore 
the comedic aspects of life, as he has 
shown in such plays as "Much Ado 
About Nothing" or "The Comedy of 
Errors." Even some of his tragedies 
have comedic elements. For exam- 
ple, as Kane and Siedlecki pointed 
out, the gravediggers in "Hamlet" 
provide comedic relief while saying 
some provocative things. 

Most of all, Shakespeare's 
works appeal to children and adults 
alike. While the resurgence, accord- 
ing to Kane and Siedlecki, has been 
brought about as more people are 
becoming well-educated, even chil- 
dren can relate to the Bard's works. 

"Even a child can relate to the 
language of Shakespeare," said 
Kane. 

The Bard-inspired movies of 
recent years reflect this ageless ap- 



peal, as several movies, including 
the hit "Romeo & Juliet," have been 
made with the younger audience In 
mind. Others, such as "Shakespeare 
in Love," appeal to more mature au- 
diences. 

The women agreed that Shake- 
speare's works speak to the soul, 
They represent that something in 
all of us can be transformed. There 
is a part of Shakespeare we can all 
relate to, whether it's true love as 
seen in "Romeo and Juliet" or de- 
pression, as seen in "Hamlet," or 
acceptance, as seen with Bottom 
and Titania in "A Midsummer 
Night's Dream." 

Festivals and such 

"When the Americans went 
over to England and built a new 
Globe theater, it opened up Shake- 
speare to everyone," said Siedlecki. 
"Tourism and festivals, including 
our new Navy Pier theater, have in- 
creased interest in Shakespeare." 

CLC's literary arts club, along 
with many other colleges across the 
nation, hold Shakespeare festivals 
annually. At CLC, the club sets up 
displays about the Bard, and mem- 
bers dress up in Elizabethan-era 
costumes. 

Barat College has held a Shake- 
speare on the Green festival for eight 
years. It will present "Richard HI" 
this year, starting July 16, running 
each weekend until Aug. 1. The play 
will be performed on the front lawn 



of the college at 8 p.m. The event is 
free. Many states, including Illinois, 
have annual Shakespeare festivals. 
The Illinois Shakespeare Festival, 
which began in 1978, will feature 
"Richard III" and "Merry Wives of 
Windsor" this year, with perfor- 
mances held at Illinois State Univer- 
sity. The performances began June 
16 and will run until Aug. 1. 

Other states holding Shake- 
speare festivals include Utah, 
Texas, Oregon/New Jersey, Idaho, 
Kentucky, Colorado, Georgia arid'! 
Alabama/Several big cities, includ- 
ing Chicago, CincinattI, and Cleve- 
land, also have festivals to honor 
the Bard. 

In the Bard's cards 

The future of Shakespeare's 
popularity is uncertain. The movies 
being released could fail, showing 
that the resurgence has only been a 
short-lived one. 

However, as true fans of Shake- 
speare believe, the Bard will long 
live on. His timelessness and rele- 
vance to our time will ensure that 
Shakespeare will remain in our 
hearts, minds and souls, providing 
inspiration to move away from war 
and toward peace, move away from 
rejection and toward acceptance, 
and move away from hatred and to- 
ward love. 

To be or not to be a fan of 
William Shakespeare, that is the 
question.

Play Ball! Swimmers, take your 
marks! Last one to the top of the hill 
is a ...! It's that time of year again — 
when kids take to the parks, pools, 
and backyards to play and com- 
pete. 

Although the benefits of team 
and individual sports are plentiful 
and life lasting, there are also some 
reasons for caution and care as you 
send your children out to play this 
summer; When children run out of 
the house to ride bikes, rollerblades, 
play soccer, football or other con- 
tact sports, their parents are proba- 
bly not thinking of injury ;i However, 
each year an estimated 3.2 million 
children, ages 14 and under, are 
treated in hospital emergency 
rooms for these injuries, while 
many more children are treated at 
sports medicine clinics and physi- 
cian offices. 

"The good news is that more 
than half of the injuries we see can 
be prevented," says James Kelly, 
M.D., director of the Brain Injury 
Program at the Rehabilitation Insti- 
tute of Chicago. "By learning some 




basic safety precautions, using pro- 
tective equipment and setting rules 
designed to prevent injury, kids and 
their parents can enjoy more of the 
fun of the sports they play with less 
worry about the risk of injury." 

As part of a broad-based injury 
prevention program at the Rehabili- 
tation Institute of Chicago, Kelly has 
developed a bike safety program 
geared toward children. Kelly will 
present this 45-minute long, ihter- 
, active program as part of the "Play 
It Safe" program held at RIC 
NorthshoreinNorthbrookon July 
10. "Play It Safe" is one in a series of 
Community Health Education Pro- 
grams b&ginnihg this summer at 
RIC Northshore- the first North 
Shore^— based location of the Reha- 
bilitation Institute of Chicago. 

Joining Dr. Kelly will be 
Sergeant Mike Keady from the bicy- 
cle unit of the Northbrook Police 
Department. With his bike in tow, 
Keady will discuss bicycle mechan- 
ics and tips for maintaining a safe 
bike.

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Women are more likely to visit 
the dentist than men. Arid visits to 
the dental office increase among 
those who have more income and 
education, say statistics from the 
American Dental 
Association/Gallup national tele- 
phone survey. 

The mammoth study was con- 
ducted in 1997 and its results are 
now being released in a series of ar- 
ticles appearing in the 'Journal of 
the American Dental Association' 
and other ADA publications. In the 
most recent JADA article, the 
ADA/Gallup data was compared to 
dental care usage rates provided by 
the Centers for Disease Control and • 
Prevention, the National Center for 
Health Statistics, and the ADA's 
Agency for Health Care Policy and 
Research. Following are some of the 
results: 

•An almost equal distribution of 
non-Hispanic white and non-His- 
panic black adult population indi- 
cating they had visited the dentist 
within the past year, 74.7 percent 
and 71.6 percent respectively. How- 
ever, other data cited in the article 
show dental visits by non-Hispanic 
whites ranged from 11.5 percent to 
18.5 percent higher, compared to 
non-Hispanic blacks. 

•The ADA/Gallup survey re- 
veals that 76.4 percent of women 



aged 25 or older recorded dental 
visits in the past year compared 
with 74.5 percent of men in the 
same age group. However, the Na- 
tional Center for Health Statistics' 
Third National Health and Nutri- 
tion Examination Survey for the pe- 
riod 1988-1994 recorded fewer an- 
nual visits, 66.6 percent of women 
aged 25 or older compared with 
59.7 percent of men. 

•The ADA/Gallup survey shows 
that among participants 25 year or 
older, 59 percent with household 
income between $10,000 and 
$19,999 indicated they had visited a 
dentist within the past year com- 
pared with 84.9 percent of partici- 
pants with annual household in- 
comes of $50,000 or more. Other 
data cited in the article reveal simi- 
lar findings with differing percent- 
age rates. 

•Dental care use decreased as 
patients' ages Increased. A little 
over 82 percent of 25- to 34-year 
olds Indicated they had visited a 
dentist within the past year. In 
comparison, they survey shows that 
68.5 percent of participants who 
were 65 years of age or older indi- 
cated they had visited a dentist in 
the past year. Similar results were 
echoed by other data included in 
the article but with differing per- 
centage rates.

Recommended are the follow- 
ing tips developed by the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administra- 
tion: 

TEN TIPS FOR SAFE BIKING 

1 . Protect your head. Wear a 
helmet Never ride a bicycle with- 
out a helmet Select a helmet that 
fits snugly and sits flat atop the 
head. 

2. See and be seen. Wear 
clothes that make you more visible 
—wear neon, florescent or other 
bright colors. 

3. Avoid bUdngat night It is 
far more dangerous to ride at night 
If you must ride at night, ride with 
reflectors that meet US Consumer 
Product Safety Commission re- 
quirements; add the brightest lights 
you can find to the front and rear of 
your bike; wear retro-reflective 
clothing or material (especially on 
your ankles, wrists, back and hel- 
met); and only ride in areas familiar 



to you. 

4. Stay alert Watch out for 
potholes/ crack, expansion joints, 
railroad track, wet leaves, drainage 
grates, or anything that could make 
you fall. ; 

5. Go with flow. The same way 
is the right way. Ride on the right 
side in a straight predictable path. 
Always go single file in the same di- 
rection as other vehicles.. 

6. Check for traffic Over 70 
percent of car-bicycle crashes occur 
at driveways or other intersections! 
Before entering any street or any in- 
tersection; check for traffic 

7. Learn the roles of the 
road. Bicyclists must obey the 
same rules as motorists. Always sig- 
nal your moves. Never wear head- 
phones while riding as they impair 
your ability to hear traffic. ■ 

8. Assure bicycle readiness. 
Make sure you can stand over the 
top tube of your bike Before using 
your bike, check to make sure all 
parts are secure and working well 
Add a carrier to your bike if you 
need to cany things. 

9. Stop IL Always check 
brakes before riding. Always 
control your speed by using your 
brakes. If your bicycle has hand 
brakes, apply the rear brake slight- 
ly before the front brake. If you 
cannot stop quickly, adjust your' 
brakes. 

10. Don't nip oyer your bicy- 
cle. If your bicycle has quick release 
wheels, it is your responsibility to 
make sure they are firmly closed at 
all times and to use the'safety re- 
tainer if there Is one.

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Picking behavior battles now 
can create future problems 



Recently, I have had sever- 
al e-mails come to me re- 
garding behavior and the 
"picking of battles." Sev- 
eral parents have asked me if I be- 
lieve that picking battles is an im- 
portant part of discipline and I'd 
like to respond to those questions 
at the same time here, in a general 
way. 

I do not believe in the picking 
of battles when it comes to disci- 
pline. What I am calling the "pick- 
ing of battles," is when a parent 
lets one thing go because another 
thing is going to be a more impor- 
tant battle. Each battle has it's 
lessons and it's value. 

The better way to go about it is 
to have a structured program of 
appropriate rewards and conse- 
quences ready and available con- 
stantly. This prevents the need for 
picking which behavior you re- 
spond to and which you don't. A 
good program will have expecta- 
tions that kids know about ahead 
of time so they know how to do 
the right thing. 

Most of the time, I find that 
kids know how to push parent's 
buttons much more effectively 
than they know how to please 
their parents. The thing that par- 
ents need to remember is that 
complimenting good decisions 
and good behavior is not going to 
break the pattern of good behav- 
ior. I have met many parents who 
seem to feel that if they start to re- 
spond to the good things, that 
their child will stop doing them. 
The old "walking on egg shells"

thing. Quite the opposite. When I 
have seen a child given a road map 
on the right behavior and they way 
to please his or her parents, the 
child usually tries to continue to 
do those things over and over 
again. 

Now, I don't mean to oversim- 
plify and state that dealing with 
kids in this way is easy. By no 
means is it easy. If you want to 
think of it in a way that will make 
responding to behavior problems 
easier for you, sometimes it's easi- 
er to think that you are actually 
preventing future painful disasters 
by allowing your child to learn all 
of these things in your home. Your 
home is certainly a safer place to 
teach these things because you 
love your child. 

I often refer parents to what I 
call "real world thinking." This Is 
when I ask parents about how 
their child's behavior would be 
taken and reacted to by anyone 
else but them. Usually, parents 
tend to agree that their child's bad 
behavior is being accepted by 
them much more than anyone else 
would accept it. I also ask them if 
they feel that the world and people 
in the world will give in or "pick 
battles with their child?" The an- ' 




swer is usually a great big "no." My 
answer to them and to you is if you 
want your child to succeed by the 
rules our society has in place, you 
will make sure that you prepare 
your child for. that knowledge and 
tend to all behaviors and all bat- 
tles. Remember that each one 
holds a golden nugget of informa- 
tion for your child. This informa- 
tion will help your child to assimi- 
late better into adult life. Anything 
that our children "get away with" 
or feel like they are getting away 
with, will most certainly come 
back to haunt them later on when 
someone else is not accepting the 
behavior as easily as others did. 
It's always best to take on all 
behaviors when they happen. Re- 
member that good discipline is 
structured, appropriate and 
planned ahead of time, not flying 
by the seat of your pants at the 
moment. If anyone has more spe- 
cific questions about conse- 
quences, behavior programs or 
how to get children to behave 
completely, please call me and we 
can consult further.

Ordinance regulating adult 
entertainment upheld by judge

An appeal is almost certain to a 
judge's ruling upholding a county or- 
dinance governing adult entertain- 
ment businesses such as strip clubs 
and adult bookstores. 

Circuit Judge Charles Scott ruled 
last week that the new county ordi- 
nance Is constitutional, finding no 
merit to a 1 - count lawsuit challeng- 
ing the validity of the suit on First- 
Amendment grounds. 

Lake County Assistant State's At- 
torney Mitch Hoflman is pleased with 
the judge's ruling upholding the ordi- 
nance. 

"Obviously we feel it was a good 
decision, we agree with it We also 
•know the plantiffs are going to ap- 
peal, so it's not over yet," he said. 

The lawsuit challenging the ordi- 
nance was filed late last year by XLP 
Corp., which represents the strip 



clubs Dancers on Route 12 near Pala- 
tine and Baby Dolls on Route 12 near 
Wadsworth. The corporation also 
owns two adult bookstores and video 
stores near Baby Dolls. 

Chicago attorney Michael Null,- 
who represents XLP Corp.; coiild not 
be reached for comment 

The ordinance, if upheld on ap- 
peal, would require licensing of all the 
adult entertainment businesses in 
unincorporated areas. It would also 
prohibit totally nude dancing and 
personal -lap dances.? There would 
also be a regulation requiring an 8- 
foot separation between dancers and 
patrons and there would be no direct 
. tipping of dancers. 

Adult entertainment businesses 
would also be required to close by 
midnight. 

Hoffman emphasized the goal of 
the ordinance Is to protect residents 
against the negative Impacts of adult 
entertainment businesses, such as in- 



creased crime, prostitution, and de- 
terioration of neighborhoods. 

"It's not an attempt to ban erotic 
dancing. It's an attempt to place some 
restrictions' on erotic dancing," he 
said. 

Hoffman said the state's attor- 
ney's office does take the ordinance 
seriously and will take steps to en- 
force It He indicated that there is a 
possibility that establishments who 
fall to meet the licensing require- 
ments could be shut down. 

"Our intent is to enforce the ordi- 



nance. We realize there's a possibili- 
ty of an appeal so we've got to study 
all possible options and see -what 
happens next," he said. 

The ordinance was established 
following a controversy surrounding 
the opening of a strip club known as 
Scores in Mundelein in November 
1997.

Firm sells composters at truck sales

JeffTylkowski's "Compost Hap- 
pens" t-shirt fit perfectly with the 
event last Saturday at the College of 
Lake County (CLC). 

Tylkowski, an environmentally- 
conscious science teacher from 
Gurnee, volunteered to unload, sell 
and distribute two semi-trailer loads 
of "The Earth Machine" backyard 
composters to scores of Lake Coun- 
ty residents who showed up at CLC's 
parking lot 6. 

Phil Shepherd, marketing man- 
ager for Norseman Plastics (manu- 
facturers of The Earth Machine) out 
of Toronto, Canada said, "The 
turnout for this event has been great 
and the volunteers phenomenal. 
We've gone through a whole trailer, 
at 1,250 machines per trailer, in 
roughly two hours." 

Why would someone want to 
spend part of their Saturday standing 
in a long line, in hot weather, waiting 
to buy an 80-gallon capacity black 
plastic composter? 

"My husband wants to teach our 
girls about composting. It's his pro- 
ject," said Susan Schwann of 
Grayslake as she hauled away one of

the machines with the help of her 
daughters Ellen and Caroline. . 

Doug Rapp came from 
Mundelein to pick up a composter. 
"I've been composting manually to 
be environmentally conscious. I 
thought about doing this (using the 
machine) for a while. Plus I knew 
showing up today would be a fun 
event" 

Because the composters were 
funded by the Solid Waste Agency of 
Lake County (SWALCO), they're val- 



ued at $80 but were sold for $20. 

Shepherd said, "SWALCO's long- 
term objective is diverting waste from 
landfills." About 14 percent of the res- 
idential waste in those landfills is 
food waste. This means about 300 
tons of the more than 2,100 tons of 
municipal garbage generated daily in 
Lake County is unwanted or unus- 
able food. 

The composting machines help 
keep organic waste from landfills by 
providing a natural way to recycle 
grass, leaves, kitchen scraps and oth- 
er organic waste. (Shepherd advised 
against placing meat and bones in 
composters because it could create a 
foul smell and attract the likes of ro- 
dents, raccoons and maggots.) ; 

Through the machine's com- 
posting magic, what goes in will 
eventually come out as rich soil for 
house and garden plants. 

In addition to the CLC Grayslake 
sites, truckload sales were also held 
Saturday in Waukegan, Long Grove, 
Highland Park and Lake Forest. A 
SWALCO spokeswoman said that 
more than 5,000 machines were dis- 
tributed.

that's the problem 

An entire new segment of the population is getting 
used to life in suburbia, much to the chagrin of many 
residents of this locality. Cuddly, furry goslings are 
turning into mature Canada geese whose life style 
and hygiene habits are abhorrent to householders who prize 
neat-as-a pin lawns and privacy. 

Canada geese who take up residence here and elsewhere in 
suburbia are relatives of migratory Canada geese which are 
protected by federal law. The local Canadas are look-alikes 
with their travelin' relatives, maybe a tad smaller, but they stick 
around. Boy, do they stick! In fact, they take up residence with 
the defiance of a slouchy brother-in-law. That's the problem in 
a nutshell. 

A study is underway to determine the population of perma- 
nent Canada geese and determine their breeding habits. The 
study is seen as a door opener to legal culling, which is a nice 
way of saying that those creatures with graceful necks and en- 
gaging waddles are going to be candidates for gooseberry pie 
and festive dinners. 

Lovers of flora and fauna who take umbrage to culling have 
until 2002 to make their case. That's when a decision will be 
made whether thinning the ranks of our feathered neighbors is 
feasible. 

State waterfoul biologists admit they haven't the foggiest 
idea how many resident Canada geese there are in Lake County 
: and the other collar counties. Hence the study at a cost to tax- 
payers of more than $100,000 per year. For those immaculate 
lawnkeepers, the study can't be concluded fast enough. 




Hero tells 



Who can say it better? 
Tell us. What's July 4th 
all about? 
Why are war memo- 
rials Important? How can we ex- 
press our gratitude to those who 
sacrificed their lives? 

Allen J. Lynch can tell us. He 
knows what Independence Day is all 
about. He knows why we must 
keep patriotism alive. He knows 
why the living must respect the 
dead. 

Lynch, tall and ram-rod straight, is 
one of the handful of Lake County 
residents to wear the Congressional 
Medal of Honor, our nation's highest 
honor, an award the United States 
bestows on our greatest heroes. 

Now a resident of Gumee, a mod- 
est and unassuming employee of the 
Illinois Attorney General's office in 
Chicago, Lynch spoke about the 
meaning of memorials without 
mentioning Dec. 15, 1967, when he 
distinguished himself in Vietnam, 
risking his own life in a hail of gun 
fire to carry three wounded com- 
rades to safety while at the same 
time killing five enemy soldiers. 

In measured tones, Lynch spoke at 
the dedication of a war memorial in 
the Village of Hound Lake, explain- 
ing that the stone and steel is a 
touchstone for veterans and non- 
veterans alike to revere the memory 
of those who fought and died, or 
were wounded. 

Glancing at bronze and flags, 
Lynch explained that when we for- 
get about our heritage a memorial 
affords an opportunity to touch a 
structure and be reminded of what 
the object represents. 

For those who fought and died, the 
memorial tells us that the fight was 
worth the effort and sacrifice. "This 
memorial says to us dally, It's worth 
it. It says we are here today doing 
the things we want to.do because 
somebody put their life on the line 
for us. Tell us it was worth it." 

The decorated soldier said memo- 
rials are important for children. 
"We can bring them to a memorial 
and we can say here are some role 
models for you." 

Allen Lynch lauded the unveiling 
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of a new memorial, explaining with 
conviction the symbolic signifi- 
cance of the granite and bronze. As 
a Congressional Medal winner, 
Lynch himself is symbol and an In- 
spiration. We need to listen to what 
he has to say.

Illinois FIRST-A red ink program 




ien the legislature was 
debating Governor 
George Ryan's $12.6 
billion five-year IUI- 
noIs-FlRST program, I was asked 
how I would have voted on the is- 
sue. My response was quick. It was a 
"no brainer." I would have voted 
against It. 
• . Remember "Build Illinois?" That 
was "only" $2.5 billion in bonding, a 
u mere shadow of the Ryan plan. 
When we debated the Build Illinois 
program, I said that they should call 
it f Bilk Illinois." We're still paying for 
it We built about a dozen conven- 
tion centers, all of which are a losing 
proposition. We dished out "pork 
projects" just to get votes. To this 
day, I'm not sure that anyone could 
accurately identify all of the projects 
included in "Build Illinois." The bot- 
tom line is— did we really "Build Illi- 
nois?" 

That is not to say that Gov. Jim 
Thompson wasn't a good governor. 
He served longer than any governor 
in Illinois and he did many responsi- 
ble things; I just don't believe that 
"Build Illinois" was one of them. 

I have always said that I worry 
when I hear about these heavy 
spending programs and they put 
these gimmicky titles to them like 
"Build Illinois" and.'now, Illinois 
FIRST. They are made-to-order for 
political marketing. After all, when 
you're talking about over $12 billion 
dollars, there's bound to be lot of 
"niceties" to pass out. 

Yes, I believe that some building, 
projects are necessary. What bothers 
me is the sheer magnitude of the 
spending program. Remember, Gov. 
Ryan starts out cold with a reported 
$1 billion dollar surplus. If I "read his 
lips" correctly during the political 
campaign, he said something like 
anyone would be crazy to go in the 
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hole when the economy has allowed 
us such a huge surplus to work with. 
He rationalizes that these increased 
fees to partially pay for the bonding 
program are not tax increases so he 
has not gone back on his political . 
promise. Call them what you want, „ , 
taxpayers will be paying the brunt of 
them. 

When I read that the bonding 
companies won't have to bid on 
these bonds, and someone in the 
governor's staff said that they may 
be able to negotiate better bond 
prices, I said to myself, "Oh my." In 
"other words, we as legislators 
haven't acted responsibly by man- 
B dating that governments g^Jp com- 
petitive bidding. I don't know if the 
legislation to waive competitive bid- 
ding remained, but the governor 
seemed to get everything he wanted, 
so it may be that taxpayers lost that 
protection, too. No matter what, 
bond houses are the "big winners." 

When Gov. Jim Thompson 
passed his "Build Illinois" program 
in the 80s, you know who he as- 
signed to go all over Illinois to priori- 
tize the projects? It was his lieu- 
tenant governor at the time- 
George Ryan. At the time, Ryan 
learned that mayors and other pub- 
lic officials around Illinois were ea- 
ger to get projects for their areas. 
Was the "apprenticeship" that he 
"served" then what brought Gov. 
Ryan to see the political value of ini- 
tiating a mega-buildlng project like,. 
Illinois FIRST? 



Instead of assigning his lieu- 
tenant governor to "pick" the priori- 
ty projects, I read that Ryan was al- 
lowing the four legislative leaders to 
"divvy up the spoils." If that holds 
true, it is just one more sign of the. 
political prowess of Gov. Ryan. It's no 
wonder he had the full support of 
the leaders with his spending pro- - 
gram. 

• By adopting a policy to allow leg- 
islative leaders to administer their 
priorities for building projects, it 
places more power with the leaders. 
Ryan has no problem with that, ei- 
ther. By making the four leaders even 
more powerful than they inherently ' 
are, he reduces the number of legisla- 
tors that he has to deal with. 

There is a "down side" to such a 
policy for the public. At a time when 
people seem to appreciate more in- 
dependence from their public offi- 
cials, it becomes harder for legisla- 
tors to be independent when they 
"cozy" to leaders to receive their fa£ 
share of spending programs. 

The other problem that I have 
with the "red ink" that Illinois FIRST 
will foist is that the economic good 
times roll that we are riding can't last 
forever. The so-called fees to finance 
the bond program can't "cut It," so 
we must dip into general funds for 
the shortfall. What happens when 
times become tougher yet we must 
satisfy our long-term debt? It means 
that day-to-day needs, like funding , 
education, will suffer. 

You won't hear much about red 
ink in the months ahead. And, even 
though it will take some time for 
many of the projects to get off the 
drawing board, there's one thing 
that you will see in abundance. 
There will be a ton of "ribbon-cut- 
ting" and all of these public officials 
will remind you what they are "giv- 
ing" to you.

Only 
the military could call a parachute 
an "aerodynamic personnel deceler- 
ator" and a zipper an "interlocking 
slide fastener." 

The author George Orwell intro- 
duced the concept of governmental 
•doublespeak in 1949 in his futuristic 
novel, "19B4." Our (Uctionaries ac- 
cepted the word and defined it as 
v*"«u*« uMKlto deceive, usually 
through concealment or misrepfe- . 

sentation of truth. It's also called ' 

gobbledygoolc , 

Time magazine said, "NATOfe air 
campaign racked up an ugly record 
of accidental civilian casualties." 
Military "victory" came at the ex- 
pense of considerable human 
tragedy. 

Some doublespeak is more 
amusing than disturbing:

themselves 



Don, this is a true story," 
the letter read. "I want to 
tell you how one of my 
employees cost himself a 
$2,000 raise." Then in one page in 
clear, concise terms the writer of 
the letter — a savvy business owner, 
regular reader and friend — told me 
the story. 

It made me think of my early 
work years. Was I guilty of similar 
indiscretions? As 1 thought about 
the jobs I'd held, I remembered sev- 
eral situations where I'd made it 
easy for my bosses to keep me from 
being overpaid. No raise or promo- 
tion.. 

The letter I mentioned in the 
opening paragraph pointed out one 
of the many ways employees can 
steal from their own success. As I 
considered turning this thought 
into a column, I talked with other 
business owners and managers. 
Between us we came up with sever- 
al ways folks can limit their own 
salaries and success. 

Self-limiting actions 

•Arrive late and leave early. If you 
arrive five minutes late every morn- 
ing and leave just 10 minutes early 
each evening you've saved yourself 
more than one and a half week's 
work each year. It's like getting 
eight free vacadon days. Of course, 
your employer may view it as you 
missing more than 60 hours of 
work. 

• Stretch your lunch hour and 
breaks. If you take an extra— long 
lunch hour just once a week— say 
just an extra 30 minutes — you • 
avoid working another 25 hours 
each year. When the boss is gone is 
a great time. 

• Spend a lot of phone time on per- 
sonal business. Call your sister, 
your spouse and any friends you 
haven't talked to since yesterday. It 
does make your day go faster. Your 
boss probably won't even notice if 
you make your calls when he or she 
is on the phone, too. 

One business owner told me 
about an employee who would 
spend an hour on the phone calling 
all over town trying to find the 
cheapest price. This person often 
bragged to other employees how 
easy it was to find bargains. The 
owner lamented that the employee 
spent $10 dollars worth of "work" 
time to save a "personal" dollar. 

• Do a little Internet surfing and 
sharpen up your computer game 
skills. This will speed up your work- 
day. One company executive said 
he thought it was healthy for em- 
ployees to spend time surfing the 
Internet during work hours. Want 
to guess what business this execu- 
tive was in? 

••Do only what you're told to do. 
You can't be blamed for not doing 
something you weren't told to do 
can you? No, the safest way to keep 
your current pay level is to do only 
what you're told. 

• Don't build your skills. Why both- 
er to become a better communica- 
tor, no one ever listens to you any- 
way. Why learn the new computer 
software, it will be replaced in two 
years or less. Besides, if you can do 
more stuff someone may actually 
expect you to.

1992. The Lake County Board will 
review the proposed changes and 
make the final decision. 

Ward Miller, executive director 
of the Stormwater Management 
Commission, said the commission 
has spent more than 16 months of 
deliberation and received input 
from various groups throughout the 
process of updating the ordinance.

the buffer zone for building near 
wetlands. Under the old rules, a 30- 
foot setback was generally required 
for building near, a protected wet- 
land area. The new ordinance 
increases the setback requirement 
to 100 feet. 

Snyder said this change could 
have a severe negative impact on 
home building. Suppose, for exam- ' 
pie, a person buys a 70 foot wide by 
120 deep lot that Is on high quality 
ground and plans to build a house 
on it. Under the proposed rules, if a 
wetland was located 10 feet from - 
property line, that person would be 
prohibited from . building oh his 
property, he said. 

"A new 100 foot buffer would vir- 
tually make your lot worthless," he 
said. 

Many association members 
have "some serious legal questions" 
about the Stormwater Management 
Commission's authority to manage 



wetlands and buffers, according to 
Snyder. He said that authority is gen- 
erally governed by the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

"Some of our members are very 
adamant about the way tills is going 
through and some of them think it 
might come down to a court decid- 
ing," he said. However, Snyder is 
hopeful the county will reconsider 
some of the ordinance's more strin- 
gent provisions. 

While many developers are 
upset about the changes to the 
watershed ordinance,- environmen- 
tal groups feel they are long overdue. 

Bill Holleman, chairman of 
Illinois Citizens Action, a group con- 
cerned about environmental and 
public health issues in Lake County, 
supports the proposed changes. 

"We're very excited about the 
new regulations. The new regula- 
tions are something the county has 
needed for a long time. They will
